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FIGHTING A SHARK. 


Courting Death in the Middie of 
the Ocean. 


TRULY TERRIFYING SPORT.

A Vivid Description Is Furnished By 


a Writer In the Metropolitan 


Magazinop New York. 


Abeaa, flot 200 feet distant rose the 
back and dorsal fin of th<* basking 
shark that, aside from the triangular- 
shaped fin, might 
have been a log 
awash» say s the Metropolitan Maga- 
sine. But there was no doubt of its 
true nature, the giant of the tribe, 
the huge animal which in the eigh­ 
teenth century was so common off the 
Kcw England coast that it constitut­ 
ed a regular fishery , Individuals be­ 
ing taken which measured from 50 
to 70 feet In length, having a wide 
range, and found in various seas to­ 
day . 
It was this giant that now loomed 
up ahead; true to its name—^bask­ 
ing In the summer sun. The captain 
was the harpoons, and took his place 
In the bow; and the two men rowed 
alowly and carefully on, following the 
difeetlons of the watchful skipper in 
the bow. Larger grew the strange ob­ 
ject, the biggest of sharks or fishes 
In the popular sense, taking a colos­ 
sal sun bath. The dory came up on 
the port quarter of the fish at a res­ 
pectful distance from the tall, the top 
of which lay Just at the surface fan­ 
ning the sea. Slowly the d o tj moved 
on. the men lifting their oars careful­ 
ly , not even feathering,

For a second the skipper could have 
stepped upon this living island against

oarsman dropped into the seats and 
rowers held their oars as the last 
coil leaped over, the cable came taut,

Twice Rose 
Martin 
gave of her 
blood in futile attem pts to save the 
life of her sister Delia yesterday, says 
the New York World. 
Brave Rose, 
who is 19 years old, was willing that 
the physicians should try the third 
time to transfer her blood into her 
dying sister’s veins. 
But Rose be­ 
came so weak that the doctors re­ 
fused to attempt the operation again. 
Delia Martin was found unconscious 
.\iouday morning in Mrs. C. C. Thomp­ 
son’s home. No. 297 Roseville avenue, 
Newark, w'here she was employed. 
The young woman had accidentally 
inhaled illuminating 
gas. 
She was 
taken to the City hospital, where, in­ 
stead of rallying under the usual treat­ 
ment. she grew weaker and weaker. 
As a last resort the physicians deter­ 
mined to stimulate her and revivify 
her blood with that of a person in 
perfect health. 
Rose, a splendid donor for the oper­ 
ation joyfully presented herself for it. 
Briefly the instrument for the trans­ 
fusion of blood consists of two little 
syringes connected by a glass tube 
and a small pump to propel the blood 
through the tube. 
The doctors made a minute Inces- 
ion in the large vein in Rose’s fore­ 
arm, near the elbow, and inserted a 
syringe in the vein. The other sjrlnge 
was introduced through a like incis­ 
ion in the big vein in Delia’s arms. 
Rose’s blood was drawn into the 
syringe, squirted into the tube, quickly 
pumped along it and drawn into the 
other syringe preparatory to being in­ 
jected into Della’s veins. 
But the 
doctors found that the tube’s tempera­ 
ture was less 
than 
that of Rose’s 
body so that, even in its brief pas­ 
sage through the tube, little clots had 


form ed in the blood. 
The loss of blood, her emotion, her 
anxiety for her sister, had visibly af­ 
fected Rose. But when the physicians 
told her the attem pt had failed she 
insisted that they repeat it. 
The in­ 
strum ent was 
prepared 
again and 
once more Rose’s blood was drawn and 
pumped Into the tube. 
This time, in some way, air had 


entered the syringe and minute bub­ 
bles were seen In the blood as It trav­ 
ersed the glass tube. Their presence 
instantly vitiated the operation. 
For 
air, injected into Delia’s veins, would 
have been quickly fatal when it reach­ 
ed her heart. 
After the second trial Rose was 
pale, faint but brave and loving as 
ever. 
“Try again,” she pleaded. 
“Any­ 
thing, anything to keep Delia with 
me.” 
The doctors feared Rose would go 
into collapse and abandoned the oper­ 
ation. Dr. Sutphin, who was in charge 
of it, congratulated Rose on her cour- j 
age and praised her sisterly devotion. ; 
No other perfectly healthy person 
was available who was willing to be j 
donor. 
Della was in a critical condi­ 
tion last night, as for five days she 
was being kept alive w'ith oxygen.
